Placing The Responsibility 

Stresemann Admits Conference Re¬ 
fused by Germany Would Have 
Averted War 

People who are so sure that tlie 
League of Nations is a big fizzle— 
there aro many such people at Wash¬ 
ington and elsewhere round the coun¬ 
try—may well ponder the declaration 
of Foreign Minister Stresemann of 
Germany the other day. Mr. Strese¬ 
mann, whose government opened the 
famous ball In August, 1914, after Re¬ 
fusing to take part in a conference 
proposed by Sir Edward, Grey to patch 
up the Austro-Serbian row, thinks 
that the work of the league thus far 
has made another groat European con¬ 
flict impossible, and goes so far as to 
declare: 

“If the statesmen could have met 
for four or fivo wrecks In 1914, just as 
tlie foreign ministers met at Locarno 
and Geneva, and discussed the situa¬ 
tion frankly and unreservedly, I am 
convinced that the groat war would 
have been averted." 

Well, that was a costly lesson for 
Geraiany and the world.

Muskrats a Nuisance 

In Czecho-Slovakia 

Imported by Naturalists Are Destroy- 
Ing Property and Invading 
Houses 

How dangerous is the process -of in-, 
troduclng foreign varieties of birds 
and animals among the indigenous 
fauna of new countries has received 
striking illustration in tho experience 
of Australia and the United States. 
Conceivably the idea behind the libera¬ 
tion of rabbits In Australia and of 
English sparrows south of the border 
was kindly intentioned, but tlie result 
in both cases has not been welcomed 
in either country. A similar experi¬ 
ence has been undergone ln Bohemia, 

[ where twenty-two years ago a batch 
[of American muskrats were permitted 
to take up their residence. That, of 
course, came at a time when Bohemia 
formed part of the Dual monarchy of 
Austria-Hungary, now ft survives In 
Czecho-Slovakia. One of the great 
estates of tho district was owned by 
I Prince Colloredo-Mannsfeld. The 
Prince was a naturalist with a great 
, idea of increasing and varying the 
| fauna of his country by introduction 
of wealth-producing animals. After 
studying the creature in the United 
States, ho docided that what Bohemia 
needed was muskrats. A collection 
of them was made for him, and with 
considerable pride he turned them 
| loose along Ms streams, ordering 
strict protection for them in the hope 
that they would breed and thrive. 

They did both and took kindly to 
their adopted land. The next report 
of their progress came in 1914 from 
the American Consul at Prague. TJieir 
number had then Increased to more 
than 200,(100; they were spreading 
•er the most fruitful sections of Bo¬ 
hemia and entering houses ln Prague; 
they were undermining dams and 
dykes of fish ponds, working havoc 
I with river crabs and mussels, catching 
i’P, disturbing fish in their feeding 
, and spawning, destroying grain and 
vegetables and stealing eggs. Appeals 
were pouring -in to the Minister of 
, Agriculture for assistance in exter¬ 
minating the foreign creatures. The 
next report came in a dispatch from 
Berlin the other day, and recorded 
I Llrat the muskrats, having crossed the 
| border of Czecho slovakia, had invad¬ 
ed Bavaria and Saxony and were 
marching on to Berlin. If they wero 
really bound for Berlin, the chances 
are that they will reach there.

“The manufacturing industry is 
moving west,’’ says J. E. Walsh, 
General Manager of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association. “The 
increase in prairie industries shows 
this. We are having the same ex¬ 
perience here as they had in the 
United States. The Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces are fast becoming industrial¬ 
ized.” 

A gold medal awarded to the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway in recogni¬ 
tion of the excellence of its exhibits 
at the Canadian Exhibition recently I 
held in Toronto, was received at ( 
headquarters of the system here to- ■ 
day. Similar medals have also been | 
awarded to the Dominion and Pro- ] 
vincial Governments and to a lim¬ 
ited number of exhibitors. 

This, from the Lethbridge Herald, 
is hard to surpass: “A farmer moved 
onto a half section in the Iron 
Springs district last spring. He got 
in a good crop; irrigated carefully 
and watched results. He threshed a 
$6,000 crop in this first year; paid 
$2,800 on his land; $1,600 on equip¬ 
ment and cleared off a $400 loan. 
This left him a comfortable balance 
of $1,200 to go on with.” 

The President Beatty Prize is be¬ 
ing offered by the President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to the 
man obtaining the highest number 
of marks during the coming train¬ 
ing season at the training farm of 
the British Ministry of Labor at 
Brandon, Norfolk. The award con¬ 
sists of a cash prize and employment 
at current Wages upon the C.P.R. 
Supply Farm at Strathmore, -Alber¬ 
ta. A similar prize will be made 
available in the spring of 1928. 

An outstanding feature of the 
past few weeks has been the export 
of live foxes by the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Express in Montreal. Trade 
statistics show that in the past fis¬ 
cal year 5,590 live foxes, valued at 
$1,434,686, left Canada for other 
countries. Canadian foxes have 
gone to be foundation stock in the 
United States, United Kingdom 
Belgium, France, Germany, New¬ 
foundland, Norway, Switzerland, 
Finland, Japan and Russia.

Announcement was made from 
Canadian Pacific Railway headquar¬ 
ters here recently that two free 
scholarships, covering one year’s tui¬ 
tion in the Faculty of Arts and four 
years’ tuition in architecture, chem¬ 
ical, civil, mechanical or electrical 
engineering at ■ McGill University, 
are offered by the company, subject 
to competitive examination, to ap¬ 
prentices and other employees en¬ 
rolled on the permanent staff of the 
company and under 21 years of age, 
and to minor sons of employees. 

The recent snowfalls have direct¬ 
ed attention, earlier than usual, to 
the coming Dog-Derby—the 1927 
Eastern International Dog-Sled Der¬ 
by—which is to be run off at Que¬ 
bec City on February 21st, 22nd and 
Six entries have been re¬ 
ceived so far: H. Chevrette, who will 
carry the colors of The Paquet Co., 
Ltd.; an Ontario Paper Co. entry;

Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, 
General Manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, points out in the current 
Public Utilities issue of the "Finan¬ 
cial Times,” that Canada’s utiliza¬ 
tion of power has increased 180 per 
cent, in the past ten years and that 
the country now stands second in 
the world in the utilization of hydro 
power When present plans mature 
Canada will have 4,600,000 h.p. in 
use, representing a capital invest¬ 
ment of $864,000,000, while undevel¬ 
oped power wealth will still be pro¬ 
digious, conservatively estimated at 
28,000,000 h.p. . . ,. . 

Ripe plums are now being gent to 
England, arriving there in prime 
condition The Ontario Department 
of Agriculture reports having made 
a trial shipment with excellent re¬ 
sults, as attested by word from the 
other side. The plums were picked 
ripe and fully colored. 


Christmas tree shipments from 
Quebec to the United States ran to 
450,000 over Canadian Pacific lines 
last year, and present expectation is 
that this number will be equalled at 
least this year. Revenue t'o farmers 
of the province from this source ran 
to $100,000 last year. 

Four carloads of silver foxes, 
valued at $750,000, have left Prince 
Edward Island in one shipment for 
the Western States: Wyoming, 
Utah, Colorado, Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington. Viewed as a livestock ship¬ 
ment, it is said to be a record one. 

A number of prize winners were 
among the pack. 

Dog teams will be used this win¬ 
ter by the Hudson’s Bay-Marl^id 
organization to prosecute oil de¬ 
velopment work in the Ribstone field 
in North-eastern Alberta. This is 
the area where the quest for oil 
started following a favorable report 
by Dr. G. S. Hume, head of the Do¬ 
minion Geological Survey. 

Christmas travel over the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific routes to the Old Coun¬ 
try has been heavier this year, than 
ever before experienced. Special 
trains have been run from Winnipeg 
directly to the ship’s side at Saint 
John, N.B. The westerners credit 
this heavy movement to England 
for Christmas to the excellent con* 
ditions that prevail throughout the 
west. 

The hundred settler families from 
the British Isles brought out by.the 
Scottish Immigrant Aid Society to 
form the Clan Donald Colony are 
doing splendidly, according to a 
field supervisor’s report just sub¬ 
mitted. When they landed at their 
destination they found farms, 
houses, barns and equipment ready 
so that no time wa3 lost in pre¬ 
liminaries. 

Turkish tiobacco, grown in Al¬ 
berta, is better than that grown in 
Turkey or Greece, according to a 
Mr. Baker here, who grew 1,000 
pounds as an experiment this season. 
He plotted out three-quarters of an 
to ten varieties of tobacco seed. 
The crop was harvested ripe before 
the coming of frost, and of the ten 
varieties Turkish, White Barley and 
Orinoco thrived best.

Around noon the body of Mrs. 
Rogers wgs found on a sandbar, 
two miles south of the crossing 
point, and brought home. 

Constable W. A. Jupp, of the 
provincial police was notified by 
Mr. Rogers by telephone and left 
for the scene in his launch early 
Saturday morning, and a large] 
number of volunteers were o 
ground to assist in the search 

An all day search Saturday re¬ 
vealed no further traces of the vic¬ 
tims. 

At daybreak today the search was 
resumed by the entire countryside 
on both sides of the Columbia, and 
was prosecuted from Arrow Park] 
south to Burton, without result, 
message tonight states the launch of 
the government dredge wns obtain¬ 
ed, and equipped with grapplers, 
arjd'the search was continued over] 
the shallows. It rained all day, 
making it difficult or impossible to 
the bottom. The party oh the I 


launch, however, found the capsized 
boat in the vicinity of Burton and 
took it back to Mackinson. 

Probably Overloaded 
No witness is alive to tell the de¬ 
tails of the tragedy, but it is sup¬ 
posed that the 14 foot, homemade, 
flat-bottom craft had too many in 
it, and when crossing the swift 
current, perhaps because of the 
movement of due of the occupants, 
was unabl.e to maintain a stable con¬ 
dition, and capsized. ^ 


Victoria.—The new drydock just 
completed at Esquimalt, Victoria, is 
the second largest in the world and 
only 29 feet shorter than the Com¬ 
monwealth dock at Boston. This 
giant dock, hewn out of solid rock, 
cost $6,000,000 and measures 1,160 
feet long, 149 feet wide at the top 
and 126 at the bottom. Its depth is 
49 feet 6 inches with 40 feet of 
water in the sills at high water. The 
dock will take the largest ship 
afloat. 

The shipment of Canadian apples 
to England and to many centres on 
the Continent is expected to be 
heavier this year than ever experi¬ 
enced, according to J. R. Martin, 
manager of the foreign freight de¬ 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Express Company. About three 
years ago the practice of sending 
Canadian apples to the Old Country 
as Christmas gifts became popular, 
and the shipment each year have 
correspondingly increased.
